Six Marin Boys 


Held In Petaluma 


A teenage gang of six youths from Marin, captured without 
resistance in Petaluma early this morning, may hold the key 
to a crime wave which swept Marin in the pre-dawn hours 
Thursday and flared up again last night. 


Three soft drink machines were hit last night, forced entry 
was made at a Corte Madera highway establishment, and a 
hundred juveniles gathered for a fight along Francisco boule­ 
vard. Whether any or all of these incidents were connected 
with the captured gang was not established, but Marin officials 
were in Petaluma today in an attempt to find out. 


The gang was arrested in Petaluma for allegedly looting 
soft drink machines there.

The unseen marauders struck late last night, breaking.open 
one soft drink machine at 451 Francisco boulevard in San 
Ralael, and two more machines at service stations in Novato 
and another south of the Hamilton Field main gate. Besides 
♦damages to machines, which were 
all pried open with screwdrivers 
or bars, cash losses are believed to 
be small—about $5 or $6 in dimes 
and nickels

sible for the thefts may have been 
resjamsible for two hold-up beat­ 
ings, a third motorist holdup and 
a rash of car fires in the Alto 
vicinity, all occurring within an 
hour early Thursday morning. 
Sheriff Walter Sellmer’s deputy 
Sid Weber, and Inspector Nick 
Giampoli of the San Rafael Po­ 
lice Department were in Petaluma 
today to question the gang, who 
were caught in a 1940 sedan driv­ 
en by ringleader Rodney Frank 
Godwin, 20; of House 661, Marin 
City. In the glove compartment 
police found about $10 in small 
change. 
The rest of the members are all 
15 and 16. Three are from Mill 
Valley, one from San Rafael, and 
the other from Greenbrae. Ac­ 
cording to Petaluma police, the 
Marin youths were caught after 
burglarizing four soft drink m a­ 
chines In that city last night. 
Godwin, who has a long record 
of petty theft, burglary and auto 
theft, was being held in Petaluma 
City Jail, and his five younger 
companions were in Sonoma Coun­ 
ty Dentention Home. Marin au­ 
thorities have requested the youths 
to be held for questionings in con­ 
nection with last 
night’s 
bur­ 
glaries and Thursday’s robberies in 
Corte Madera and San Quentin. 
Two more incidents, apparently 
unrelated, were reported today by 
San Rafael and Corte Madera po­ 
lice. 
About 11 p.m. last night at a 
drive-in along Francisco, about a 
hundred juveniles, “ganged to­ 
gether and working up a fight", 
were dispersed, San Rafael police 
reported. One

Corte Madera police Capt. S. D. 
Nolan reported that someone had 
broken down part of the back wall 
at Vair's Chinchillas along high­ 
way 101 and entered the store.

one per year. Small wonder the Legislature 
is interested in the annual expenditures for 
prison maintenance and the tvpe of struc­ 
tures requested. 


Director McGee justified the removal on 
the grounds that several incidents had oc­ 
curred at the Corona institution to indicate 
some person might be interested in harming 
Mrs. Graham, or in aiding her escape, ^so 
direct evidence was available, but he deemed 
the rumors of sufficient importance to war­ 
rant her removal.

Herbert Brownell used parti­ 
sanship in his attack on ex- 
President Truman of a kind that 
threatens to make bi-partisan- 
ship on the great issues impos­ 
sible. It has threatened to cut 
away from President Eisenhower 
a n indispensi- 
ble part of his 
support. With­ 
out the Demo­ 
crats and the 
Independents 
who like Ike 
and are bi-par- 
tisan in for­ 
e i g n 
affairs, 
th e President 
would be left 
with only an 
uncertain minority of regular Re­ 
publicans behind him. 
Brownell, intending to hurt the 
Democrats, uncovered the right 
flank of the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration. Suddenly it appeared 
that Eisenhower, who is strong 
in his party only when he is 
stronger than 
his 
party, had 
been separated *by Brownell’s ex­ 
treme partisanship from the Ei­ 
senhower bi-partisan constitu­ 
ency. At that moment he was 
open and vulnerable to McCar­ 
thy’s offensive, which is a for­ 
midable effort to seize control of 
the powers of the President, and 
to reve*e the foreign policy of 
the United States. 


A MEASURE OF how vulnera­ 
ble Eisenhower had suddenly be­ 
come can be had by noting that 
the Republican leader 
of 
the 
Senate, William Knowland, gave 
his public support not to the 
President, whose leadership was 
challenged, but to McCarthy. 
Why was the Brownell speech 
so damaging to Eisenhower's po­ 
litical position? 
Because Brownell had carried 
partisanship beyond the point of 
no return. He had aggravated a 
party contest into party warfare.^ 
He did that when he drew upon 
the secret files of the FBI. 
He is the steward there in a 
solemn trust. Those files have 
never before been used as a stock­ 
pile of political ammunition in 
partisan politics. 


THE USE OF this outlawed 
ammunition 
opened 
up 
the 
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threatening prospect that the 
Eisenhower administration would 
attempt to win elections and to 
keep itself in power by drawing 
its own selected material from 
the FBI files; that it would use 
that material to argue that the 
Democrats as such cannot be 
trusted on the issue of loyalty. 
Men do not, men cannot, and 
men will not collaborate when 
the political contest of the party 
is envenomed to the point where 
it becomes a war of political ex­ 
termination. How can men of 
differing views and parties work 
together f6r national ends under 
the President’s leadership if they 
must wonder whether his Attor­ 
ney General might be planning to 
pick a bullet from the secret 
files and to shoot them in the 
back?

HAVE 
ALWAYS 
thought 
highly of Brownell. But what he 
did was a truly terrible thing to 
do. He planted the seed$ of ir­ 
reparable discord. 


The most charitable thing one 
can say is that he did not realize 
^hat he 
was 
doing. But 
the 
President realized what Brown­ 
ell had done and he tried to undo 
it. 


Perhaps it was easier for him 
to realize the enormity of the 
damage. 
Unlike 
Brownell, 
he 
knows the outer world, and has 
been in the Old World. There he 
has seen how great nations de­ 
cline and fall when the people 
become 
irreconcilably 
divided 
among themselves, when poli­ 
ticians become enemies, when in­ 
stead of trying to win elections 
by honest and open debate, they 
make schemes to destroy one an­ 
other. 


IN THE DEMOCRACIES that 
are foundering, and there are 
many of them, the underlying 
bonds have been ruptured which 
hold men together through all 
their differences in one com­ 
munity. The parties deny the 
good faith and loyalty of the op­ 
position. 


Partisanship is a license to out­ 
law and ruin political opponents. 
■When such a rupture of faith 
and confidence has occurred, 
democratic government and free 
institutions are no longer work­ 
able.

The Korean truce agreement, 
held together with string and 
beeswax, is falling apart just as 
so many gloomy predictions said 
it would. 
Not that either side seems to 
expect a renewal of the fighting, 
but any hopes for the orderly 
procedure which was to advance 
the military armistice to a per­ 
manent peace and a unified Ko­ 
rea now are all but abandoned. 
Washington doubts that a Ko­ 
rea peace conference ever will be 
held. 
Meanwhile, pressing deadlires 
foretell new crises. 
Most pressing is the disposition 
of war prisoners from both sides 
now held by the Neutral Nations 
Repatriation Commission. 
“Come home” talks to prisoners 
of both sides ends Dec. 23. As of 
now, on Jan. 22, all prisoners of­ 
ficially revert to civilian status, 
free to go to any nation of their 
choice willing to receive them. 


Included are more than 22,000 
anti-Communist prisoners taken 
from the Reds, and some 359 pro- 
Communists who o r i g i n a l l y 
fought for the United Nations 
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but who now have rejected the 
free world. 
It seems now that Allied “ex­ 
plainers” won’t even get a chance 
to talk to 22 Americans whose 
spokesmen say they have refused 
to return home. On Jan. 22 the 
Americans and the others prob­ 
ably will vanish behind the Iron 
curtain to what ever fate awaits 
them. 
If a crisis is to arise between 
the two powerful armies poised 
at either side of the Panmunjom 
neutral zone, it could come on 
that date. 
The United Nations alrtfeady 
have decided they will make no 
great effort to hold men who 
have gone over to Communism. 
But the Reds, whose own stall­ 
ing tactics brought on the pres­ 
ent situation, already are protest­ 
ing. 
They base their claims on the 
original terms of the armistice 
which directed that at the end 
of the “explanation” period, the 
prisoners fate should be turned 
back to the political conference 
which would be given 30 days to 
reach a decision. 
The Communists claim that if 
no political conference is held, or 
until it is held, the United Na­ 
tions cannot legally free the pris­ 
oners. 
Since United Nations and Com­ 
munist negotiators have not even 
been able to agree on a time and 
place for the political conference, 
the United States has announced 
it will free the prisoners on Jan. 
22.

WASHINGTON (A*)—A divorce 
does nothing but dissolve a mar­ 
riage. All settlements come un­ 
der separate court orders. 
Everyone knows, of course, that 
many Americans are morally if 
not legally guilty of perjury 
when the seek a divorce decree. 
Many a citizen is lying under 
oath, when, after going to Ne­ 
vada from another state to seek 
a divorce, he or she swears in­ 
tention to reside in Nevada. But 
legally, under the six-weeks re­ 
quirement, there is no perjury. 
It is this question of domicile 
that is at issue in the appeal 
which will go to the Supreme 
Court by Jan. 15. 


THE LEGISLATURE of the 
Virgin Islands, a U.S. possession, 
early this year passed a law 
which said that 
anyone 
who 
spends six weeks in the Islands 
may seek a divorce there. The 
law substitutes “residence” for 
“domicile” and thus does not re­ 
quire a divorce seeker to swear 
that he intends to make the Is­ 
lands his permanent home. 
Thus the entire matter of dom­ 
icile is cast aside. 
Mrs. David Alton, wife of the 
president of the Horton Co., a 
Hartford, 
C onn., contracting 
firm, went to the Virgin Islands 
last spring, spent six weeks there 
and then filed suit for divorce. 
Her husband was represented by 
an attorney. There are no chil­ 
dren. 


U.S. DIST. JUDGE Herman E. 
Moore, presiding over the Vir­ 
gin Islands court, agreed that the 
ground of incompatibility of tem­ 
perament had been established, 
but refused Mrs. Alton a divorce

domicile. He held that was nec­ 
essary In her case even though 
the law had been amended to 
omit domicile as a requirement. 
In effect he thus invalidated that 
part of the new divorce law. 
Mrs. Alton’s attorneys appealed 
to the U.S. 3rd Circuit Court in 
Philadelphia, asking that these 
be set aside. 
But the court agreed with Judge 
Moore in a 4-3 decision. It struck 
down the Virgin Islands’ law as 
unconstitutional on two grounds; 
1—A six-weeks’ sojourn with­ 
out proof of the intent with 
which one makes it tends to es­ 
tablish nothing but the fact of 
six weeks’ physical presence. 
2—A law which permits a di­ 
vorce to be gained without proof 
of domicile is unconstitutional 
under the 
Fifth 
Amendment, 
which provides for due process 
of law in all proceedings. 


JUDGE WILLIAM Hastie, for­ 
mer governor of the Virgin In­ 
lands, said in a dissenting opin­ 
ion that he saw no reason to 
overturn the law. * He said the 
Constitution does not make it 
mandatory that a person estab­ 
lish domicile before he can go 
into court and ask for a divorce. 
Mrs. Alton contends that under 
the Constitution any state or ter­ 
ritory has the right to make its 
own rules about divorce require­ 
ments. 
While the Supreme Court has 
ruled many times on divorce mat­ 
ters, there was no record avail­ 
able today that would indicate 
the court has even before been 
asked to test the constitutional­ 
ity of the divorce laws of a state 
or territory, where they have not 
been challenged by another state. 


MILTON FREEMAN of Wash­ 
ington, an attorney for Mrs. Al­ 
ton, said in answer to a ques­ 
tion: 
“Whatever the court does, it is 
likely to be of sweeping signifi­ 
cance. If it refuses to listen to 
our appeal, it will be upholding 
the lower court and the Virgin 
Islands’ law must be held uncon­ 
stitutional. 
“If it hears argument and still 
rules it unconstitutional, the ef­ 
fect will be the same. 
“But if 
it 
overturns 
Judge 
Moore and the Circuit Court, it 
may establish as the law of the 
land that a state has the right 
to declare that domicile is not 
a requirement in divorce cases.”

Copies of the letter were sent 
to Lt. Gen. K. S. Thimayya, Indian 
chairman of the Neutral Nations 
Repatriation Commission with a 
note asking they be delivered to 
the 22 Americans in neutral cus­ 
tody. 


APPROVAL NEEDED 
A spokesman for Thimayya indi 
cated the “come 
home” 
letter 
would have to be approved by the 
five-nation NNRC Monday, just 
two days before expiration of the 
90-day period for trying to woo 
home unrepatriated war prisoners. 
After Wednesday prisoners who 
have not come home will be listed 
as absent without leave. A month 
later they automatically will be 
classed as deserters.

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'I’M HOMESICK’ 
PW Writes Wife He'll 
Stick To Communism 


TOKYO (A*)—A young American 
war prisoner who refused repatria­ 
tion and stayed with the Reds 
wrote his Japanese wife today that 
“I, myself, have the ideas of a 
Communist and I know they are 
right.” 


Little Kyoko Araki blinked back 
the tears as she read the letter 
from the Texas soldier she m ar­ 
ried in 1949—and who says it is 
impossible for him to return to 
her. 


BELIEVE THEM 
Pfc.t Claude J. Batchelor, 24, of 
Kermit, Tex., advised Kyoko in a 
letter relayed by The Associated 
Press to go to the Japanese Com­ 
munist party and “have confid­ 
ence in what they say.” 


He said he hopes they will be 
together again soon. 
Batchelor is one of 22 Americans 
held in the neutral 
zone 
who 
stayed with the Reds. His letter 
was a reply to one Kyoko wrote 
him Tuesday. Both were passed 
by Indian soldiers who guard the 
reluctant prisoners. 
HE WOULD FORGET 
“I don't understand, I don’t un­ 
derstand,” the tiny Japanese girl 
sobbed. “He ^ays he wants to see 
me and his friends and go to the 
places we used to go. 


» 
“He may be a Communist now— 
he’s been in prison camp to long. 
But if he came back here he would 
forget it soon. Very soon.” 
The letter combined the words 
of a lonesome soldier to his wife 
and phrases of Communist dogma. 
Batchelor wrote that he was 
“homesick for the parties we all 
used to go on together. And I also 
long to stroll along the Senzoku 
Lakfe with you once more. But a s 
I said circumstances make it im­ 
possible for that now.” 
“’I have learned that happiness 
does not come with money as I 
used to believe but that it comes 
from a struggle bom out of the 
fig h t. for the 
emancipation 
of 
mankind 
from 
the shackles of 
wars and capitalist exploitation,” 
he added. 
REUNION SEEN 
Throughout the long letter, B at­ 
chelor intimated he had a plan 
to be with Kyoko again—possibly 
in a Communist country. 
Kyoko said she w'ould not go to 
Red China to meet Batchelor, or 
to the Japanese Communist party 
for information. 
“I'll do anything to get him 
back. I ’ll go to the neutral zone 
to see him. But I won’t go to Com­ 
munist China. I hate commun­ 
ism,” she scowled.

service officer of Marin pointed 
out that thousands of World War

similar benefit but until now it 
was not available to Korea vete­ 
rans in California 
because 
of 
technical obstacles. 
Institutional on-farm training 
combines several hours of class­ 
room instruction per week—usu­ 
ally in the evenings—with instruc­ 
tion and guidance on the farm 
leading to increased productivity 
and improved farm management.

By United Press 
Residents of the Russian River 
area in Sonoma County are in ­ 
volved in a sort 
of 
controversy 
over the jetty a t the river m outh 
at Jenner. Seems all of them w ant 
the river kept open a t the m outh 
but they weren’t agreed on how 
this should be done. 
Spokesmen for both sides of the 
question m et with the State De­ 
partm ent of Finance recently but 
reached no agreem ent. They went 
back to Sonoma County w ith a 
suggestion from the departm ent 
they try to work out some sort 
of a compromise proposal. 
The present jetty was construct­ 
ed in 1929 for th e purpose of pre­ 
venting sand bars at 
the 
river 
m outh which would close it for 
boating or for fish spawning. The 
state engineer’s office, which has 
had charge of m aintaining 
the 
jetty says it spent some $310,000 
in m aintenance since th a t 
time. 
And now the 
engineer’s 
office 
sajs the jetty needs extensive re ­ 
pairs or possibly reconstruction. 
I h e state D epartm ent of Fish 
and Game is in favor of the jetty 
but doesn’t feel its m aintenance 
or reconstruction - costs 
should 
come out of fish and game money. 
And the state Division of Beach­ 
es and Parks has claimed little in­ 
terest in the welfare of the jetty. 
P a rt of 
the 
Sonoma 
County 
delegation wanted the river kept 
open 
by 
reconstruction of 
the 
jetty; others definitely wanted it 
done by other means, possibly the 
installation of a dragline a t the 
river mouth. 
M arshall 
W allace, 
S o n o m a 
County surveyor, said the jetty 
held the river m outh in a fixed 
position and should be m aintained 
as a m atter of prudent investm ent. 
But Lawrence M eredith, a retired 
farm er in the 
area, 
called 
the 
jetty “a rockpile across the river, 
a place to 
throw 
away 
some 
money.” 


At th e hearing a resolution fav­ 
oring repairs of 
the 
jetty 
was 
forwarded 
by 
Sonoma 
County 
supervisors. Also presented was a 
petition with 110 signatures ask­ 
ing the jetty not be rebuilt. 
The Sonomans were given until 
late this m onth to come up with 
some- proposal, in order th a t it 
could be included in the budget, 
if agreeable to the D epartm ent of 
Finance.

BOOK REVIEW 
Wealth Of Literature 
In New Anthology 


«A N ANTHOLOGY OF FA­ 
MOUS AMERICAN STORIES— 
Edited by Angus Burrell and 
Bennett Cerf; Modern Library; 
$ 2.98. 


The helter-skelter reader, the 
reader who has never studied 
Am erican literature as an en­ 
tity, may find himself surprised 
at the heritage of excellent writ- 
ting that has been turned out in 
this country 
since 
the 
early 
eighteenth century 
as 
demon­ 
strated by this 1,398-page vol­ 
ume. 
Represented in the 73 stories 
are men and women whose names 
are standard portion in antholo­ 
gies. S till this is not merely a 
collection of stories but a sam­ 
pler of a native literature, in ­ 
cluding 
excerpts 
from 
books 
which lend themselves 
to 
the 
short story form. 


THE MAJORITY of the stories 
are fam iliar ones. A ll w ill stand 
re-reading, and to this reviewer s 
mind, all are chosen for their 
high standard of writing as well 
as their representative quality. 
A few ha** not before appeared 
in a collection. 
Since the book is a weighty 
one, and the stories of varying 
moods, it is wonderfully suited 
to in-between reading, to perusal 
at bedtime. It is also an excel­ 
lent gift both for the connois­ 
seur who enjoys 
a 
“ reference” 
volume of writing, and for the 
student who wishes to acquaint 
him self with America's authors. 
Two stories by Nathaniel Haw ­ 


thorne — The Legend of Sleepy 
Hollow and R ip Van W inkle — 
inaugurate the volume. One of 
J. D. Salinger’s exquisite stones 
— Pretty Mouth and Green M y 
Eyes — closes it. 
In between these two, one can 
delve again into the special hor­ 
ror of Edgar Allen Poe’s Murders 
In the Rue Morgue, the powerful 
m orality of M ark Tw ain’s M an 
T h at Corrupted H&dleyburg; the 
delicate, hopeful sadness of The 
Return of a Private by Ham lin 
G arland; the satire of George 
Ade and his Effie W hittlesy; the 
warm passions of Sherwood A n­ 
derson ( I ’m A Fool and I W ant 
to Know W h y); the droll Am er­ 
icana 
of 
Ring 
Lardner 
and 
Jam es Thurber; the bloodless and 
controlled world of Hem ingway; 
the impassioned and garrulous 
country of Thomas Wolfe.

Lawn Needs 
New Care 


Your lawn recreation area has 
probably been in such constant 
use all summer that the grass 
is beginning to show signs of 
wear and tear. If so, corrective 
measures are needed. 
W hile not a ll lawns become 
dangerously compacted from use, 
well-trod 
grass often 
develops 
hard spots that are impermeable 
to water and consequently turn 
yellow. Hard spots are also likely 
to develop where a combination 
of soil deficiencies and inade­ 
quate drainage exists — unless 
the area is properly fertilized. 
WHEN YOU DISCOVER such 
a condition, try constant soak­ 
ing and an application of fer­ 
tilizer. If this fails to get results, 
your lawn probably needs to be 
spiked, forked or aerified in or­ 
der to create surface holes that 
w ill allow water to get directly 
to the roots. 
Your nurseryman can recom­ 
mend the best type of tool for 
this operation. Usually, however, 
a hollow tined fork is most suc­ 
cessful in 
aerating compacted 
areas, because it provides cir­ 
cular water penetration. 
WHILE EVERY tine removes 
a core of soil every tiiree indies 
or so, grass replaces itself so 
fast, 
this 
apparent m utilation 
w ill disappear in several days. 
Forking, spiking and aerifica­ 
tion should be done to dry lawn. 
Fertilizer should be put in the 
holes thus created, as fertilizer 
not only feeds the roots but also 
acts 
as soil crumbluig 
agent, 
helping to break up hard spots. 
W ater the lawn after you have 
applied fertilizer.

T re a t your fu rn itu re to a good 
sham poo if you'd kefp th e lustre 
of its fabric and wood. 
A good thick suds of a reliable 
detergent will supply the d irt re­ 
sistance to rem ove old wax, sticky 
h an d p rin ts and other goo from 
fu rn itu re wood. 
Ju st take a cloth, dip it In th e 
suds and rub It over the wood. 
T^.ke a clean cloth, w rung out of 
clear w ater and rub it over th e 
furniture, rem oving the residue 
left by your suds cleaning. Clean 
carved areas — such as those 
found on old V ictorian, F rench 
and some contem porary fu rn itu re 
— w ith a soft brush dipped in 
suds. 


U P H O L S T E R Y 
m ust 
be 
handled carefully. In th e first 
place you m ust know th a t the 
fabric is good and “runproof.” In 
th e second place if there has been 
a long tim e betw een dunkings, 
and heavy grease and soil spots 
are im bedded into the fabric, it 
is best not to labor over these 
areas. Som etim es too m uch fric­ 
tion can wear a hole in old fab ­ 
rics. Old spots m ay be lightened 
but a thorough job m ust be left 
to a professional who will know 
w hether to risk th e fabric. 
* 
O rdinary d irt and stains m ay 
be removed 
by 
the 
following 
m eth o d : 
B rush or vacuum your fu rn i­ 
tu re to remove all surface dust. 
I f upholstery is tufted you will 
need th e patience to clean out 
each little tu ft carefully. G reasy 
spots m ay be treated with carbon 
tetrachloride or a reliable dry 
cleaner 
recom m ended 
for 
th e 
purpose. 
A 
soft sponge 
or 
brush 
is 
dipped into your com bination of 
detergent and w arm w ater and 
applied quickly and lightly to the 


upholstery. T he best way to work 
is on a sm all area a t a tim e, wip­ 
ing it off im m ediately w ith a 
sponge or soft cloth (terry cloth 
is good) w rung out of clear w ater. 


IF POSSIBLE work outdoors 
on a w arm clear day (not in 
direct sunlight, however) and you 
have th e advantage of quick dry­ 
ing. If you sham poo your ch air 
indoors, an electric fan will speed 
drying, bu t even so a clear dry 
day should be reserved for th is 
work adventure. M ugev w eather 
re ta rd s drying, and in th e case 
of a sofa, m ight leave a great 
dam p blob in your house for 
days. 
A porch is an ideal place to 
do this job on a good day. 
T he last step is w axing of th e 
wood, and your favorite polish 
m ay be used for th a t purpose. I 
am p artial to paste wax, an ex­ 
cellent English lavender-scented 
one, in p a rtic u la r and I like it 
because wood seems to retain its 
lustre 
even 
after a thorough 
scrubbing seem s to have rem ov­ 
ed all th e wax. 
Any paste wax 
seem s to toe preferable to or­ 
dinary liquid wax, however, leav­ 
ing a handsom e lustre. 


HOW OFTEN have you w anted 
to look up a num ber, only *o 
find you couldn’t locate the di­ 
rectory; 
or, upon 
finding th e

Householders need to take extra 
precautions against fire during 
the winter, for the threat of fire 
is at its peak when cold wea­ 
ther requires the use of heating 
equipment.

leads to about 55,000 fires a year 
with a total loss approxim ately 
$60,000,000, 
says 
the 
National 
Fire Protection Association. D e­ 
fective chimneys and flues cause 
another 
30,000 
fires, 
costing 
nearly $24,000,000. Sp ark s falling 
on flam m able roofs cause about 
22,000 fires, with a loss of $15,- 
000,000. 


H EATIN G plants and chim ­ 
neys should be cleaned annually, 
the NFPA says, and should be 
repaired if cracks or loose mor­ 
tar 
are 
found. 
Furnaces 
and 
other heating equipment should 
be inspected for worn or broken 
parts. 
D a m a g e d 
smokepipes 
should be replaced. 
The danger in a dirty chimney 
is th at it will shoot sparks out 
onto the roof. To minimize this

Under this Church of the N ativity is the Grotto 
where Christ is said to have been born. This is the 
focal point of Christmas observance in Bethlehem. 
Forty colunms of limestone line the sides, and oil 
lamps hang from the lofty wooden roof. The Latins, 
Greeks, and Arm enians each have doors leading 


into their respective monasteries and m aintain strict 
jurisdictional lines. This building, erected by Con­ 
stantine in 330 A.D., has been rebuilt several times, 
but the Grotto beneath is believed to be the ori­ 
ginal. Some experts feel that parts of the walls and 
the columns m ay also date from Constantine.

great light were just over the 
ridge. This flare gradually died 
out, but seemed to linger on. I 
think we shall never forget it." 
About a mile west of these 
fields are the actual buildings, 
the town of Bethlehem and the 
Church of the Nativity, built by 
Constantine in 330 A.D. and re­ 
modeled but preserved through 
the centuries. 
ONE NARROW opening is the 
only entranoe to the basilica or 
main church. Stones still outline 
the original large archway and 
show how the entrance was re­ 
duced successively over the cen­ 
turies to keep out marauding in­ 
vaders. 
This entrance leads into the 
basilca, the main church, which 


is about 66 yards long, 16 yards 
wide and more than 50 feet high. 
Double rows of pinkish limestone 
monolith pillars line each side. 
The entire church is lighted by 
oil lamps which hang from the 
ceilings. 
Workmen climb 
lad­ 
ders to fill lamps with oil. On 
the stone walls still cling patches 
of colored mosaic with more re­ 
cent plaster-work evident in be­ 
tween the original mosaic. 
This is the Church of the Na­ 
tivity, under which lies the cave- 
like grotto where the Birth is 
said to have taken place.

Once A Year Isaiah's Prophesy 
Brings A Sensation Of Peace 


Once a year in our unhappy 
world we feel a sensation of hope 
and peace. It is the Christmas 
season when we read again the 
story of the Lord's birth, and 
hear (in our consciousness) the 
angel proclaim the good tidings 
that “The Prince of Peace” was 
born. 


ISAIAH BEGAN HIS prophetic 
ministry about 758 B. C., and he 
is thought to have lived to about 
698 B. C. It was a time of very 
litle government in Judah and 
Jerusalem, and a period of na­ 
tional ruin. What must his words 
have meant to his people! They 
were prophesies of hope for the 
time ahead—light shining on a 
dark world. 


"The streets of the city shall be full of boys and girls p la y ­ 
ing . . . 
-Zechariah 8:5. Typical Jerusalem street where 
children p lay (note lam b on street), neighbors stop to chat, 
and workers carry go od s on their heads.

with careful lines of jurisdiction 
over who 
should 
light 
which 
candles and who should use which 
door. Ownership and rights have 
, always been the cause of bitter 
rivalry 
between 
the 
different 
Christian sects. 


CIRCULAR STAIRCASES lead 
down to the Grotto, which is 
used by all sects, and here again 
the rivalry continues. Attached 
to flagstones on the floor is a 
silver star with the Latin in­ 
scription, “Here was Jesus Christ 
born of the Virgin Mary.” Near 
it is the marble slab marking 
the place where the manger is 
supposed to have been. 
Over tne star burn 15 silver 
lamps, of which six belong to 
the Greeks, five to the Arme­ 
nians, and four to the Latins. At 
one time, the silver star on the 
floor disappeared, and each of 
the three sects vied for the right 
to replace it so that they could 
write the inscription in their own 
language. It was finally restored 
in the original Latin. 


THREE CHRISTMASES 
are 
observed in the Church of the 
Nativity—Catholics and Protest­ 
ants on Dec. 25, Greek Orthodox 
and other Eastern Christians on 
Jan. 7, and Armenian Christians 
on Jan. 18. 
D?. Oxtoby, who attended the 
Latin service in the Church of 
St. Catherine adjoining the main 
Greek choir, recorded tins in 
his diary: 
. . the service began about 
half past ten and continued un­ 
til a quarter to two, when the 
procession began. 
“The crowds were most inter­ 
esting. All about us were peo­ 
ple who either lived in Bethle­ 
hem or who had come from the 
ends of the earth to be there 
this evening. Bethlehem women 
with their characteristic white 
veils and tall headdresses were 
most picturesque. Many a man 
was wearing a tarboush or fez. 
Beside us were some English 
people, and in 
various 
places 
were small groups of Ameti- 
cans . . .”

AT MIDNIGHT the Mass was 
at its height, and the climax 
came when 
in 
a 
particularly 
magnificent burst of muisc a 
great electric star hung from the 
roof blazed out, and a silk curtain 
above the altar was pulled to one 
side, revealing a glass .case in 
which was a statue of a baby ly­ 
ing on its back, its arms reach­ 
ing up . . . ” 
Different races speaking per­ 
haps 20 different languages and 
different dialects meet in this 
one spot. Each year they are 
drawn there, some from curiosity, 
others looking for mother-of- 
pearl souvenirs, many from pure 
devotion and united by ancient 
traditions, and the natives who 
come to worship or to sell their 
wares. 


STREETS of Bethlehem are 
cobblestoned and narrow, with 
skilled artisans sitting crossleg­ 
ged on the stone floor, turning 
out souvenirs such as crosses, 
stars and book covers. Souvenirs 
are usually of olive wood and 
mother of pearl. 
Tourist trade and hotel busi­ 
ness are the main trades in town, 
but in the outlying fields, gram 
is trampled by hoofed animals 
and sifted in the wind in the 
age-old manner. 


SHEPHERDS T E N D flocks, 
and rural homes are carved into 
hillsides, 
hall 
cave 
and 
half 
masonry. Bethlehem is a city 
where the old and the new meet 
in incongruous contrast. A brand 
new Buick convertible may pull 
up at the square in front of the 
Church of Nativity, and out step 
a colorfully gowned Arab with a 
silver dagger at his side. Each 
noon, natives leading donkeys, 
oxen and sometimes camels still 
draw up to the square to water 
their animals at the old stone 
trough. 


But on Christmas Eve, all men 
will once again be united under 
a common tradition. The scenes 
described by Dr. Oxtoby will be 
re-enacted in Bethlehem, and a 
part of America will be there.

There are only 370 days until 
Christmas as far as 
Wallace 
Kibee is concerned. 
As owner or the Elan Christ­ 
mas Greeting Card company in 
Sausalito, 
he’s 
busy 
thinking 
about greeting cards for *54. 
Already artists are preparing 
their sketches for next year’s 
Christmas and they have only 
one admonition to bear in mind. 
“Stop trying to be popular !’* 
Kibbee told them. 
“Have fun!" 


ARTISTIC FUN, Kibbee has 
learned, is good business. 
The 
cards the artists drew 
to 
be 
popular flopped. The ones they 
had some fun with were best 
sellers. 
In fact, keeping the artists 
happy is about the first step in 
conducting a successful greeting 


card 
business, Kibbee decided 
when he set up shop in his red­ 
wood 
building at 113 
Second 
street in August 1952. 
So he pays the artists about 
double the royalty of other greet­ 
ing card owners and does not 
give them artistic formula to ad­ 
here to. 
The line of cards however, is 
a contemporary one combining 
some relationship to the Christ­ 
mas season and general appeal 
for popular sales. 
One of the most popular ones 
is by Elan’s first artist Marty 
Links who draws the well-known 
bobby sox cartoons. It shows a 
winsome little blondie lighting 
her way with a match through a 
grey dawn, looking, no doubt, for 
Santa’s tracks. 
Gerhardt-Hurt, the Mill Valley 
husband-wife cartoonist team, is 


represented by a number of cards 
including 
a 
charming 
pudgy 
royal pair toasting each other 
with holly berry cocktails. 
Fancher-McCurdy have drawn 
some abstract Christmas decora­ 
tive cards including an attrac­ 
tive one of black musical instru­ 
ments on a red background. 


NEW ARTISTS who will con­ 
tribute to the line next year are 
Byron Randall of Tamalpais Val­ 
ley, Richard Van Buren of Sau 
salito and Jerry O’Day of Belve­ 
dere. 
Although 
Kibbee 
had 
been 
thinking of producing a Christ­ 
mas card line since 
1936, 
he 
didn’t 
get started 
until 
1952 
while he was still with his father 
in a commercial 
printing 
job 
they own in San Francisco. 
Now doing about a $25,000 gross 
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annual business and selling in 
about 30 states, 500,000 cards are 
being printed this year, more 
than double the first year’s sale 
of 220,000. 
Eight employees are winding 


up the last of the packing and 
wrapping of cards for mail or­ 
ders now, but Kibbee does most 
of the actual production work 
himself in the winter and spring 
months.
